Standard Version" was authorized 
by 40 denominations. Publication 
is sponsored by the National Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in the 
U.S.A. 


Original manuscripts, some of 


them discovered in modern times, 
were used in clarifying involved 
passages and outdated usages and 
correcting old copying errors. 


Both new versions change "thee" 


and "thou" to "you," except in 
prayers. to God. Other archaic 
forms, such as the "est" and "eth" 
verb suffixes, are eliminated. 


Although the first eight Old Tes- 


tament books of the Catholic trans- 
lation were put out in a special 
volume today, years of work re- 
main to complete the Bible. The 
finished Protestant revision shows 
the changes over the entire scrip- 
tures.

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Politicos Miss Vote-Getting Chance in 
Failing to Appeal to Old-Age Group 


A vast source of votes that both parties seem to be neg- 


lecting these days is that of the older age groups. 


Appeals have been aimed at youth, at independents, con- 


servatives and minorities, at the large businessman, small 
businessman, laborers and housewives. But no one has made 
a direct appeal to the aged, except for General Eisenhower's 
endorsement of social security. 


This is surprising when one realizes that the propor- 


tion of Americans in the older age brackets has been steadily 
increasing for several years now and the trend promises to 
continue. 


These votes could conceivably hold a balance of power 


on election day. Of about 100 million Americans eligible to 
vote, nearly 45 million are over 45. And some 13 million, 
or slightly more than one in every 10, are past 65, with the 
number of those 65 and over increasing at the rate of 400,000 
a year. 
, 


The older voters, particularly those in the 65-and-over 


bracket, have definite and peculiar problems, mostly eco- 
nomic ones caused by increased living costs. For the past 
few years, they have been finding it mighty tough to make 
ends meet. 
* 
* 
* 


Too many employers still cling to a hard-and-fast rule 


against hiring anyone over 45. And those over 65 just haven't 
a chance in the labor market at all. Back in the 1890's the 
proportion of men in this age group still in the labor force 
was 68 per cent. Today it is only 41 per cent and steadily 
dwindling. 


All of this, plus inflation,'has placed our elder citizens in 


a tight spot financially. A report titled, 'The Fact Book About 
Aging," put out by the Federal Security Agency, points out 
that in October, 1950, more than half of the families headed 
by persons 65 and over had cash incomes well below the mini 
mum required to maintain an "adequate" living standard. 


At that time, 43 per cent of such families had incomes ol 


less than $1500 a year, 30 per cent had less than $1000, and 
15 per cent less than $500,- whereas the FSA's "minimum 
level" of living for an elderly couple ranged in cost from 
$1600 to $1900 per year, depending upon the location. 
«

While these figures are two years 'old, the inflationary 


spiral since the Korean war has only served to make the pic 
ture darker instead of brighter. 


Living on pensions, federal assistance and other fixed in- 


comes which have not moved upward to meet the increases 
in living costs, many of our aged are right now being forcer 
to spend their twilight years in the shadow of need—at a 
time when the nation as a whole is supposed to be eni'oying 
"prosperity." 


Both parties, of course, have dealt with vthe broad issue 


of inflation. But they have not made any really meaty ant 
specific proposals to ease the "old age" problem, though they 
certainly know that it is with us now and stands to grow 
more acute in the future. 


By failing to do so, they appear to be missing a great op 


portunity. For the candidate or party who can appeal to 
these voters by offering a truly workable solution to their 
problems—or even words of comfort—might gain a big head 
start on election day.

End Play Can Be Staged Very Early

The end play usually takes place, 


as the name suggests, at the end 


a hand. Sometimes, however, an 


'end" play may be staged very 
early. In today's hand, for ex- 
ample, my good friend, Abe Wech- 
sier, produced an end play at the 
ourth trick. 


West opened the king of clubs 


and then pondered mightily over 
his best continuation. After some 
hought, he correctly shifted to the 
six of hearts. Wcschsler won with 
the king in his own hand and 
iraftily led the ten of spades. 


West uncatuiously played low. 


and the ten of spades held the 
rick. Wechsier next led a low 
leart and finessed dummy's seven. 
East had to win the trick and was 
now end played. If East returned 
a club, South would discard a dia- 
mond while dummy ruffed. If East 
retutned either red suit, dummy 
would get a free finesse. 


If West had gone up with the 


ace of spades at the third trick, 
he would have given declarer more 
trouble. His best return is a heart, 
and South must refuse the finesse. 
In fact, South must not finesse in 
cither red suit. 


Instead, he must go up with the 


ace of hearts and run all of his 
trumps. Declarer reduces to two 
diamonds and one heart in each 
hand. East must do likewise, and 
he is then thrown in with the 
queen of hearts for a normal end 
play at the eleventh trick.

dents, listed were two who later 
were appointed to non-paying jobs 
as heads of state commissions:

Although their forecasts vary in 


details, they add up to that. 


The banker is the most cautious. 


C. Francis Cocke. president of the 
American 
Bankers 
Association, 


meeting today in Atlantic City, 
sees business brisk through next 
spring for sure. The Roanoke, 
Va,, banker says that might be a 
gradual dropping off later in the 
year, if only a temporary one. 


The government man is enthu- 


siastic. 
Roger Putnam, adminis- 


trator of the Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Agency, foresees good busi- 
ness and 
full 
employment all 


through 1953. 


On the Line 


The insurance economist lays it 


on the line in full detail, stretch- 


ing out his neck to name names 
and give figures. Dr. Gordon W. 
McKinley. head 
of 
the staff of 


economists of the Prudential In- 
surance Co. of America, says this 
is what you can look forward to in 
1953: 


Business activity higher than in 


1952: continued full employment; 
13 billion more dollars available 
for consumers to spend; prices 
levelling off and maybe dropping 
slightly. 


And here is how the insurance 


economist thinks the picture will 
change in detail. 


Business spending on plant and 


equipment will drop by four bil- 
lion dollars next year to around 
21 billion dollars. 


People will spend about two bil- 


lion dollars less on new homes 
next year than this. Private de- 
mand for new homes will drop be- 
low 900,000; conversion of large 
housing units into smaller ones 
will come to about 200,000; a price 
decline in houses is unlikely. 


Total business inventories will 


remain 
at 
the 
present 
level 


through 1953. Wholesale and retail 
inventories will hold fairly con- 
stant, but manufacturing inven- 
tories should level off next year 
and then start to decline. 


The excess of exports over im- 


ports will drop by one billion dol- 
lars next year. 


But against these .down factors. 


Dr. McKinley puts these more 
than off-setting gains: 


.Consumers will have 13 billion 


more to spend. The working force 
will gain by one million persons. 
The average working week will 
hold v at the 
present 40V4 hours. 


Hourly wage rates will be up. 


Total labor income will be up 


5.5 per cent; dividends, rent and 
interest will be up three per cent. 


After taxes next year consum- 


ers should have 247 billion dollars 
left. They'll save 16 billion of that 
and spend 231 billion or 13 billion 
dollars more than this year. 


That means business will be

"AH of this obscures the real- 
undamental issues of the presi- 
dential campaign and leaves the 
mpression with the public that 
everybody is corrupt." 


Low-Level Campaign 


Fulbright was commenting on 


the special expense fund for Sen. 
Richard M. Nixon, the Republican 
vice presidential nominee, and the 
Illinois campaign fund of Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson, Demorcatlc pres- 
idential nominee, used to augment 
salaries of key state officials. 


Fulbright said the charges and 


counter-charges "develop a name- 


calling and low-level campaign." 


"That's bad enough in "a cam- 


paign for a county constable," he 
said. "It certainly has no place in 
a national presidential campaign." 


Fulbright' said he agrees with 


Nixon that senators from larger 
states, such as California, do not 
have large enough salaries and 
expense funds from r e g u lia r 
sources. 


He added that members of Con- 


gress "are too sensitive" in voting 
on their own pay and allowances 
and this should be done by an 
outside commission of non-govern- 
mental leaders. 


At the same time. Fulbright said 


Nixon's nation-wide explanation of 
his special fund from Californians, 
via television, radio and the press, 
'lejft a false impression." 


He said most people now believe 


that Nixon used this fund to avoid 
extra expenses to the taxpayers. 


"One of the biggest items was 


for thousands of Christmas cards." 
Fulbright said. "That never could 
or should be paid for. by the tax- 
payers."
